Lese than one hundred struck on the Navi- 
gation company’s wharf, and the Kuights of 
Lebor here at Galveston say that the strikers 
are merely guarding the company’s property. 

THE STRIKE SPREADS. 

Eovstor, November 8.—When the Knights 
ofLabor employed in the Houston Direct 
Lavigation company’s wharf went ona strike 
yesterdsy morning in response toa request 
from the knights whoare on a strike in Gal- 
vesion, they congregated on the wharf and 
refused to permit other laborers to load cot 
ton. It is stated that Superintendent Atkin. 
sonthereupon telegraphed Governor [ ra- 
Jand to call out the military, bnt this the gov- 
ernor refused to do. Atkingon then filed notice 
in the county court to the effect that his com- 
peny would hold Harris county responsible 
for a]] damages to their business sustainei by 
the obstruction. The knights have taken 
possesion of the switch engine in the Houston 
snd Texas Central railroad yard. 

OUTLOOK FOR AMICABLE ADJUSTMENT, 

GaLvEston, Tex., November 8.—At the re- 
guest of the executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor the citizens’ committee 
gain met them in conference at one o’clock 
this morning. After a short discussion the 
executive committee proposed to submit the 
esse of their grievances against the Mallory 
eclppany to a committee of arbitration, to be 
composed cf five Knights of Labor and five 
citizens, before whom al! facts should boa laid. 
Ita mejority decided that the knights were 
their demand for equal 
representation with other labor on Ma!lory’s 
wharf, the knights of Labor woald yield and 
ceclsre boycoiting permanently off. If tho 
decision was agaiost them the company should 
reinstate the men. Pending the deliberations 
of the arbitrators the Knights will raise 
ike embargo and permit trafic to re 
sume its usual course. The arbitration 
committee will meet tomorrow. A mandate 
removing the boycott goes into effect tomor- 
row mornirg with the understanding that if 
the arbitration committee fails to agree boy- 
ectt will be immediately established and con- 
tinve until the demand of the knights is com- 
plicd with by a majority of the com- 
pany.

The Predecessors of the North American 
Indians, 

Bripcerort, Conn., November 8.—-A day 
or two sgo men, who are executing a city con- 
tract for extending Wildemere avenue, un 
esrithed at a depth of six feet from the 
ground’s eurface eight skeletons, each in a 
sitting posture end in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. An examination of the bones since their 
donation to the Bridgeport historical and sci- 
entific societies by those versed insuch mat- 
ters makes it evident that the burials took 
place before the advent of white mea here and 
long before the American Indians themselves 
had possession of the territory. The frontal 
pert of the forehead of each skull ap. 
pears to bave been flattened after the manner 
of come of the ancient Mexican andthe more re- 
cent Oregon “flathead” Indians. One of the 
ekulls,thatofan apparently young person, pre- 
sents this flat feature more strikingly than the 
cthers. Another skull seems to have received 
a fracture before the decease of the persona to 
whom it belonged and to have grown firmly 
together again. In view of these observations 
the inference drawn ig that the skeletons 
sro all that remain of bodies buried 
bundreds of yesers before white people set- 
tled here New England hed its [ndian 
tribes, and history has told of their habits and 
entiquity, but no history has shown that flat- 
besds ever dwelt on shores of Leng island 
cound. TThetheory of flathead occupancy of 
ibis scil before the American Indian took pos- 
sessionis by this discovery confirmed, and 
juriher by the fact that recently, near the 
same ground, the same contractor brought to 
light, besides bones, several stone hatchets 
and acley plate or dish, the latter an article 
not made or used by American Indians, but 
which must have been brought here by tribes 
from Mexico or the west. Dr. Benjamin 
Trumbull, in his histery of Connecticut, 
relates that implements of for- 
eign and southwestern make had been found 
only in Kent, Litchfield county, the point 
where possibly Indians first located, but if the 
above interpretation can be accepted there 
bed been Indian tribes unknown to the histo- 
rian along the shores of the sound during 
long periods before the Kent arrivals of which 
he epeaks. 

Rev. Samuel Orcutt, who is writing a histo- 
ry of Stratford and Bridgeport, coasiders the 
diecovery ot great importance, and he will be 
thus enabled to incorporate facts ot s novel 
sxd interesting character.

TALMAGE’S SERMON. 


PREACHED IN THE BROOKLYN 
TABEBRNACLB.

Dr. Talmege Among the Stars-Hie Discourse on 
“ihe Pisiedes and Orion’—a God of Order, 
Love and Kindly Warning—fns 
Sermon Yesterday in Full. 


Brooxtys, N. Y., November 8.—[{Special.]— 
The music at the Brooklyn tabernacle this 
morning, by Professor Henry Eyre Brown, 
was more than usually excellent. It consist- 
ed of the organ solo Satz, No. 1, in C miner, 
by Thiele. The Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. 
D., expounded the twentieth chapter of the 
first boook of Samuel, where it is told how 
David’s wife deceived her husband’s enemies 
by effigy. The preacher showed that the 
poorest way to get out of trouble was to lie out. 
The opening hymn was: 

‘Son of my ron), theu Saviour dear, 
It isnot night if thou art near.”’ 

The subject of the sermonwas: “The Ple- 
iades and Orion,” and the text was from Amos 
v. 8: “Beek him that maketh the sevyea stars 
and Orion.” Following is Dr. Talmage ser. 
mon in full: 

A country farmer wrote this text—Amos, of 
Tekoa. He ploughed the earth and threshed 
the grain by a new threshing machine just in- 
vented, as formerly the cattle trod out the 
grsin. He gathered the fruit of the sycamore 
iree and scorified it with an iron comb just 
before it was getiing ripe, as it was necessary 
and customary in that way to take from it the 
biit«rness. He wasasonof a poor shepherd 
and etuttered, but before the stammering rus- 
tic the Philistines and Syrians and Paeni~ 
cisns and bioabites and Amonites and Edom- 
ites and Israclites trembled. Moses was a 
lawgiver, Daniel was a prince, Isaiah a cour- 
tier end David a kizg, but Amos, the author of 
my text, was a peasant, and, as might 
be supposed, nearly all his paralilelisms ore 
pastcrel, his prophecy full of the odor of new- 
mown hay and the rattle of locusts and the 
romble of carts with sheaves, and the roar of 
wild beasts devouring the flock, while the 
shepherd came out in their defense. He 
watched the herds by dayand by night, in- 
habited a booth made out of bushes, so that 
through these brancheg he could see the stars 


ail night long, and was more familiar with 


the han we who have tight roofs to our 
houses end hardly ever see the stars except 
emong the ‘tall brick chimneys of the great 
icwns. Butafceneons of the year, when the 
herds were in special danger, he would stay 
outin the open field all thraugh the darkness, 
bis only shelter the curtain ot. the nighi— 
heaven with the stellar embroideries and 
silvered tassels of lunar light. ‘What 
a life of solitude, all alone with 
berds! Poor Amos! and at twelvo o’clock 
bight, bark to the woli’s bark and the lio 
roar, and the bear’s growl, and the owl’s te- 
whit-te-whos, and the serpent’s hiss as he un- 
wittingly steps too near while moving through 
the thickets! f&o Amos, like cther herdsmen, 
gotthe habit of studying the map of the 
heavens; because it was so muchof the time 
spread out before him. He noticed some stars 
advancing end others receding. He associa- 
ted their dawn and setting with certain sea- 
sons ofthe yesr. Ho hada poetic nature 
«Ld Ee ret weight and mouth by 
month and year by year the poem of eonstel- 
lations, divirely rhythmic. Buttwo rosettes 
of stars especielly attracted his attention 
wbile seated on the ground or lyizg oa his 
back under the open scroll of the midnight 
hesven:—the Pieiades, or seven stars, and 
Orion. The former greup this rustic prophet 
asociated {with the spring, as it rises 
about the first of May. Tas 
lsiter he esescciated with the winter, as it 
comes to the meridian in January. The 
pleiades, or seven stars, connected with all 
sweetness and joy; Orion the herald of tie 
tempest. The ancients were the more apt to 
study the physiognomy and juxtaposition of 
the heavenly bodies, because they thought 
they had a special influence upon the earth, 
and perhaps they were right. If the moon 
every few hours lifts and lets down the tides 
of the Atlantic ocean, and the electrise atorms 
of last year in the sun, by all scientific admis- 
sion, eliscted the earth, why not the stars 
bave proportionate effect? And there are 
eome things which make me think that it may 
not have been all superstition which connect. 
ed the movements and appearance of the 
Leavenly bodies with great moral events on 
earth. Did not a meteor run an evan- 
gelistic errand on the (first Caristmas 
night and designate the rough cradle of out 
Lord? Did not the stars in their courses fight 
against Sisera? Was it merely coincidental 
that before tre destruction of Jerusalem the 
moon was eclipsed for twelve consecutive 
nights? Did it merely happen so that a new 
star eppeared in constellation Cassiopeia and 
then disappeared just before King Charies ] X 


of France, who was responsidle for the S5. 


Partholomew massacre,died? Was it without 
significance thatin the days of the Roman 
Emperor Justinian war and famine were pre- 
ceded by the dimness of the sun, which for 
nearly a year gave no more light than the 
moon, although there were no ciouds to ob- 
scure it? Astrology after all may bave been 
romething more than a brilliant hoathenism. 
No wonder that Amos of the text, having 
heard theee two anthems of the stars, put 
down the stout rough etaff of the 
and took into his brown 
and knotted fiagers 
: prophet, and advised 
recreant people of his time to return to 
od, saying: “Seek Him that maketh theSev-~ 
¢n Stars and Orion.” 
This command, which Amos gave 785 years 
B. C., isjuet as appropriate for us, 1885 A. D. 
In the firat place, Amos saW, aS we must 
see, that the God who mede the Pleiades and 
Orion must be the God of order. It was not 
so much a ster here and there that impressed 
the inspired herdsmen, but seven in one group 
end four in snoiber group. He saw that night 
after night and seasen atter season and de- 
cade afier decadethey have kept step of light, 
each ore in its own place, a sisterhood never 
clashing and never contesting precedence. 
From the time Hesiod called the Pleiades the 
‘eeven daughters of Atlas” and Virgil 
in his LEneid of “Stormy Orion” 
row, they have observed the 
order established for their coming and going; 
order written not in manuscript that may be 
pigeon holed, but with the hand of the 
Aimighty on the dome of thesky, so that all 
Order, persistent. Or- 
eer. *Sublime order. Omnipotent order. 
Whatasedative to you and me, to whom 
communities and nations sometimes seem going 
pe}] mell end the world ruled by some triend 
at hap-hezerd, andin all directions mal ad- 
ministration! The God who keeps seven 
worlds in right circuit for six thousand years 
esn certainly keep #1) the affairs of indi- 
viduals and nations and continents in adjust- 
ment. We had not better fret much, for the 
reatant’s argument of thetext was right. if 
Ged cen take care of the seven worlds of the 
Pleiades and the four chief worlds of Orion, he 
cap probably take care of the one worid we 
inbabit. So I feel very much as my 
father felt one day when we were going to the 
ecuntry mill to get a grist ground, and I, a 
boy of seven years, sat in the back part of the 
waegon,and our yoke of oxen ran away with us 
end along a idbyrinthine road through the 
woods, so that I thought every moment 
would be dashed to pieces, and I mad 
rible outery of fright, and my fathg' 
me witb a face perfectly calm, ay 
Witt, what are you crying aby 
can ride as fast asthe oxe 
my hearers, why should y 


lose our equilibrium in the swift move nent of 
worldly events, especially when we are asaur- 
ed that it is nota yoke of unbroken steers that 
ere drawing uson, but thet orderand wise 
government are in the yoke? In your oceus 
pation, your mission, your sphere, do the best 
you can and then trust God, and ifthings are 
all mixed snd diequieting and your brain is 
hot and your heart sick, get some one to go out 
with youintothe starbght and point out te 
you the Pieiades, or, better than that, get into 
some observatery, and through the teleac spe 
see further than Amos with the nated eye 
could, namely; two hundred stars in the Piei- 
ades, and that in what is called the sword of 
Orion, there is a nebula computed to be two 
trillion, two hundred thousand bi lions of 
times larger than the sun. 0, at poace 
with the God who made all that and controls 
eli that? ibe wheel of the constellations tarn- 
irg inthe wheel of galaxies for thousands of 
years, withcut the breaking of a cog or the 
elipping of a band or the apap of an axle. For 
jour piecidity ard comfépt.through the Lord 
Jesus Christ, | charge ycupSeek Him that 
maketh the seven stars and Orion,” 

Again, Amos taw, as we must see, that the 
God who meade these two groups of the 
text wen the God of light. mos saw 
that God owas not satisied with 
making one star or two or three stars, but he 
makes seven, and having finished that group 
of worlds makes another group, group afier 
group. To the Pleiades He adds Orion. It 
seems that God likes light so.well that He 
keeps making it. Only one being in the uni- 
verse knows the statistics of Solar, Lunar,Stele 
lar, meteoric creations, and that is the Creator 
Himeelf. And they have all been lovingly 
cbristened, each onea name as distinct ai the 
names of your children. ‘‘He telleth tne 
number of the stars; he calleth them all by 
their names.” The seven Pleiades had 
nemes given to them, and they are Alcyone, 
Merope, Celaeno, Electra, Sterope, Taygete 
and Maia. But think of the billions and tril. 
lions of daughters of starry light that God 
calls by name as they sweep by him with 
beaming brow and ustrous robe. 
So fond is God of light, natural 
light, moral light, spiritual light. Again and 
egain is light barnessed for symbolization— 
Christ, the bright and morning star; evan- 
gelization, the daybreak; the redemption of 
nations, Sun “of Righteousness rising with 
heajlirg in his wings. O, men and women 
with so many sorrows and sins and perplexi- 
ties! if you want light of comfort, light of 
pardon, light of goodre’s, in earnest prayer

ROOM FOR NORTHERN CAPITAL. 

There wes considerable fright awhile ago 
smorg the iron men of Pennsylvania over 
the fact that one hundred thousand tons of 
southern pig-iron had been marketed north 
of Maryland and east of Pittsburg. Last 
year thirty-six southern furnaces shipped to 
northern markets 103,366 tons of pig-iron. 
Thus far this year twenty-three furnaces 
have shipped 99,058 tons. 

We get there figures from the Philadelphia 
Times, which is usually accurate in such 
matters. They are very interesting, for they 
show that the southern iron business has a 
great many advantag<s that are not loudly 
edyertised in the newspapers. If southern 
furnaces can market pig iron right at the 
doors of the Pennsylvania furnaces, they 
ean be depended on tosupply the home de- 
mard atrates with which the northern fur- 
naces cannusct possibly compete. The signifi- 
cance of this fact is not to be over estimated. 
Ite effect on the general iron trade of the 
country will eventually be considerable. 

But even this important fact is not as im- 
portant es the effect it must eventually have 
on northern capital. The south is a wide 
field, Its possibilities have never been ad- 
equately estimated even in the newspapers. 
It offers an opening for northern capital of 
which the keen business sense of that sec- 
tion israpidly but quietly taking advantage. 
We do not desire? to ran northern furnaces 
and northern factories out of existence, but 
we do desire to give employment to the vast 
amount of capital that is at this moment 
lying idlein the north. 


It should not be forgotten that the party of 
great moral ideas was warmly in fayorof Mahone's 
scheme of repudiation.

Subscriber, Anniston, Ala: Ifrequently hear 
of the New York cicaring house. What isa clear 
ing houre? 

Briefiy stated, the object of the clearing house 
is the efiecting atone place of all thedaliy ex- 
changes between several essociated banks,and the 
paj ment at the same place of the balances result- 
ing from such exchanges. The first institution of 
this kind was established in London just a centu 
ry ago, as a plece where the clerksof the bankers 
of that city could assemble each day to exchange 
with one enother the checks drawn upon and bills 
payable at their respective houses, Before the 
clearing house existed each bank had tosenda 
clerk tothe place of business of all theother 
bankers to coliect the sums duethem on checxs 
and bills. aud itisobviovs tbat much time was 
consumed by this precess, which involved 
also the use of an unneces 
sary amount of money and corresponding risks 
of carriage. In 1775 the common center of ex- 
change was agreed upon, and at first it was sim- 
ply a place of meeting resorted to only by private 
bankers. Its use was stillfurther extendedin 
1£58 to include country banking institutions. It 
came to be perceived in the course of time that 
the assorting and Gistribution of checks and bilis 
could be more expeditiously conducted by the 
appointment of two or three common Clerks to 
whom each banker’s clerk could give all the in- 
struments of exchange which he wished to cols 
lectand from whom hecould receive all those 
peyable at his own house. The payment of the 
belance settled the transaction. An analysis of 
the statement of the London clearing 
house sbows that the amount of cash 
passed between the banks was Often less than four 
per cent of the totalsumscleared. Latterly, how- 
ever, the arrangements of this institution have 
been further perfected, so that neither coin nor 
notes are now required. The clearing-house, as 
wellas each banker using it, has an accornt at 
tlie Bank of England, and the balances duc at the 
close of each Cay’s transactions are settled by 
transfers from one account to another at the bank. 

At an early day in the history of banking in- 
stitutions of the United States the clearing 
house system was adopted as a means of fa- 
Cilitatipg the peyment of balances, and 
there are now thirty institutions of this 
character established in different cities of the 
United States. Togive one an ides of the mag- 
nitude of the transactions, itis but necessary to 
state that the total amount of clearings by all the 
banksunder this system, fiom the date of the or- 
ganization of the firstclearing house, thirty-two 
years ago, up to January 1, 1885, was $914,302 304,- 
887. The New York clearing house does an an- 
nual business ofabout $30,000,000,000, while that 
of San Frencisco reports its clearings at about 
£600,000,C00 annually.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 8.—[Special. te 
A cloud burst occurred near Fort Payne, Alabama, 
about 3a.m. Saturday, and great damage was 
done. Extraordinary rains tad fallen there for 
twenty four hours previous and they culminated 
in the cloud burst. The whole country was under 
water and great damage was done to crops, Large 
fields of cotton were ruined, and the little rills be- 
came mighty torrents and produced serious losses. 
The tracks of the Alabama Great Southern rail- 
road for the distance of nearly fifteen miles were 
partially washed away, and no trains have passed 
over the line since Friday. It is thought the trains 
can resume by tomorrow.’ 


LIK BLY HIS LAST WERK. 


Probability That the Oanadian Riel Will 
Hang Tuesday, 

WinnirrG, Man., November 8.—Two msm- 
bers on amedical commission appointed by 
the government io inquire into Riel’s alleged 
insanity passed throagh here en route to 
Regina to hold investigations. The govern- 
ment has been acting with the greatest 
secrecy in the matter, but the fact has leaked 
out. The commission consists of Dr. Jukes, 
surgeon to northwest mounted police, and an 
Ontario and a Quebec physician. The Oatario 
physician is an Englishman 
and the Quebec doctor A 
Frenchman. Dr. Jukes is English, and gave 
expert testimony during Niel’s trial, holding 
that he was perfectly sane. It is generally 
believed that the government made the ap- 

ointment merely to appease the French. The 
intention is to have the commission report to 
the government by telegraph, so that if the 
report is that the prisoner was respon- 
sible tor his deeds the execution may 
take place next Tuesday as agreed 
upon. It is said here upon good au- 
thority thatthe government, knowing that 
the commission would report adversely ‘to the 
prisoner, has sent up instructions to the an- 
thorities at Regina to hang Riel on the 10th 
and that the execution papers went through 
on the same train as the commission. 

CABINET DISSENTION. 

Orrawa, Ont., November 8.—It is said that 
Mr. Thompson, minister of justice, has made 
& report to the council on Riel’s case, in which 
he hes adopted the views of Bishop Grandin, 
in that the rebel leader should not be hanged 
butshould be incarcerated in a lunatic asy- 
lum. 

A special meeting of the cabinet was held 
to corsider Riel’s case, which threatens, bo- 
fore itis concluded, to cause a rupture be- 
tween the two factions, Protestant and Catho- 
lic,in the ministry. Altbough Sir Hector 
Langevine’s organ positively aseerts that the 
government has —. a medical commis- 
sion to inquire into Riel’s mental condition, Sir 
John Macdonald gave positive denial to 
the re; * It is known that there have been 
several siand-up fights at the council board, 
es to whether or not Riel shall be hanged 
All the Ex glish-epeaking tories here, many of 
whom profess to be in the confidence of the 
government, say there will be no commission 
appointed and no interference with the sea- 
tence of the court, while the French conserva- 
tives sseert that they have Sir John’s 
assursnce that the © gommission will 
issue, and that under no circumstances will 
the government allow Riel to be executed. 
Meanwhile another respite for the rebel leader 
is inevitable, as no warrant has been issued as 
yet authorizing his execution, and the cabinet 
is pot likely to come to any understanding be 
fore Tuesday next, the day to which he was 
last respited.

Let us not be fanatics, but let us dispassionately 
weigh the truths as they exist, then ask ourselves 
can we afford it?

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NO SUNDAY CIGARS. 


THER DRUGGISTS CREATE A SENs 
SATION ON SUNDAY, 


Nearly all of Them Hang Signs Over Their Cigar 
Ostcs Notifpixg the Pnblic that Cigars and 
Pobacco are Not on Sale—The Public 
Anxious to Enow Why this is Dono. 


“Sorry to disappoint you, but we can’t sell 
you any cigars today,” said Dr. Bradfield, the 
druggist, to a customer yesterday. : 

“Can’t sell mea cigar!” exclaimed the 
would-be purchaser. “‘But why? Hore's the 
money.” 

“Can’t help that. But we ain’t selling ci- 
gare on Sunday any more.” 

“‘Ain’t selling cigars on Sunday! Why, 
whai’s the matter, man? 

“Oh, nothing. There’s blood onthe moon 
and we ain’t selling ’em, that’s all,’”’ answered 
the druggist as he began weighing out an 
arsenic pill. 

Dr, Bradfield was not the only druggist in 
Atlanta, who refused to sell cigars yesterday, 
Nearly every drug store in the city did the 
seme thing. 

And this was the sensation yesterday. 

Eerly in the morning every drug store on 
the south side of the railroad except one and 
and nearly every one on the north side hung 
a large card over their cigar cases notifying 
the public that cigars and tobacco would not 
be on sale during the day and in every in- 
stence the pledge was kept. 

Ever since Atlanta kas had a drug store ths 
laws have allowed open doors on the Sabbath 
day, and the druggists have taken advantage 
of the laws and sold not only drugs but cigars 
tobacco, toilet articles, soda water and miaera 
waters on Sunday. This custom has been in 
vogue 80 ae that the druggists have found 
the cigar and tobacco trade on Sunday seme 
thing to strive for, and yesterday when sev- 
eral of them declined to sell quite a sensation 
was created. 

Juet why the druggists took this step is not 
known. ‘They did it without giving the pub- 
lic sny warning whatever and the news, when 
it came, was so sudden and unexpected that it 


crealed a stampede even among the 
extreme morslists. The druggists them- 
eelves increased the sensation of 


the occurrence by declining to assign a 
reason for their departure from the old cus. 
tom. THe CoxnstiruTion visited every 
drug store in the city, both where the 
esle cf cigars head been suspended and 
where it was still going on, but no member of 
eifher faction appeared able or willing to tell. 
When questioned each one spoke about like 
Dr. Bracfield when he was approached by a 
customer. They all asserted that beood was 
on the moon or that lightning was about to 
ttrike somewhere. 

The universal impression among those out- 
side et the business is that the sale has been 


stopped on account of the grand jury. That 


bedy was insession Saturday, and will con- 
vene again this week. During a recent session 
ef the body, itis said, the question of cigars 
and tobacco selling on Sunday yt, discussed, 
and the body announced its op + 4, to such 
practices. This leaked ont som puipfand the 
druggists, fearing that they would be indicted 
for doing business on Sunday, yesterday 
closed their cigar cases. 

Several months age, Mr. Beatie, a member 
of the general council from the fourth ward, 
introduced an ordinance in the council requir- 
ing drug stores to close on Sunday, except dur- 
ing certain hours. This ordinance caused 
general discussion throughout the city, at the 
time 1t wes new, and it is thought it was the 
beginning of the present action of the drug- 

iste. 

Whether or not the druggists who hung out 
thesesigns yesterday will hang them out 
sgain next Sunday, the coming of next Sun- 
dey only will tell, andthe real cause of their 
reiusal to sell yesterday time only will show. 

In some of the stores even the sale of soda 
and mineral waters was stopped, but in others 
the sale went on as usual. 

The hotels and resteurantedid not depart 
from their usual custom, and cigars were on 
sele at the Kimball, Markham, National, 
Durand’s Bramlett’s, Pause’s and other places. 

Last night a member of the police force who 
is always well pane onevery thing, was 
asked if he could explain the situation. 

‘‘May be they stopped the sale because they 
are violating alaw. The law has been a dead 
jetter, of course, but still it is against the law 
to sell cigars and tobacco on Sunday.’’ 

‘‘Have the druggists been notified that cases 
will be made egainst them?” 

“Oh, I don’t know about that. I was talk- 
ing with Judge Anderson about it tonight,and 
he told methat Jumbo Hunter had mention- 
cd the matter to him some time ago and sug- 
gested making cases against druggists for 
selling cigars on Sunday.” 

‘Did Hunter notify the druggists that he 
would make cases against them?” 

“That I can’t tell.” 

‘‘Did Chiet Connolly notify them?” 

‘“NotthatI know of. In fact they may 
have been studying up on ordinances them- 
selves. Orthey may have heard from the 
grend jury—that body is in session you know. 
In fact there’s notelling what actuated them 
in doing it.” :

“Sens open doors on the Sabbath day 
for trade add traffic.
